Declaring “enough is enough,” 
Senate Majority Leader Robert J. 
Dole (R-Kan.) yesterday pushed 
through legislation to put the fed- 
eral government back in full oper- 
ation, but House GOP leaders 
warned that the bill likely would 
be rejected by the House unless 
there is a breakthrough in the bal- 
anced budget talks. 

President Clinton and congres- 
sional leaders resumed their ne- 
gotiations last night, after a New 
Year’s Day break, with everyone 
involved feeling the increased 
pressure for an end to the stale- 
mate that has shut down parts of 
the government for 18 days. 

Administration officials last 
night said the group was in “in- 
tense” discussions after more than 
two hours of talk, and planned to 
continue into the night. After 8 
p.m., the leaders moved from the 
Oval Office to the residence for a 
working dinner, taking with them 
a huge easel on which the various 
proposals were sketched out in 
lines with arrows indicating posi- 
tions. 

White House press secretary 
Michael McCurry said the group 
was “working through the issues” 
but declined to say whether signif- 
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icant give and take was occurring. 
“They’re going to be there for a 
while,” he said. “They’re talking, 
negotiating, discussing, eating.” 

Dole, who orchestrated Senate 
passage of a measure to allow the 
federal and District governments 
to fully resume operations 
through Jan. 12, voiced growing 
frustration with House Republican 
hard-liners who have linked the 
fate of 760,000 workers either 
furloughed or working without 
pay to the outcome of the talks. 

“I think we made our point,” 
Dole said. “People have been gone
